But the other day one came in from somewhere 
in France which was different from any other which 
has come lately from the war-torn district. 
It was 
tile photograph of a Hock of sheep with a shepherd 
at their side plodding peacefully anti quietly along a 
country meadow. 
There in the midst of peril, within the sound 
of guns and the constant range of bomb-dropping 
planes, a French shepherd tends his flock. 
And the 
sheep, nosing close to the fresh green grass, graze 
contentedly, as if their jieaceful valleys and sylvan 
slopes had never been molested. 
Somehow, somewhere in the heart of things 
there must per^i't this sense of peace and quietness. 
In spite of the fact that all you hold dear may be 
going down into the vortex of this mad onrush of 
embattled millions, there must remain to you the 
place of quietness in the green fields of things eternal. 
Those green fields, for the war-torn country and the 
war-torn heart, must be found in the consciousness 
of having chosen an issue larger than life. 
The broken cities m ust be built up some day, 
the shattered fields plowed iii even fu Troughs, the 
flowers must grow where now lie the clead. 
This 
business of destruction must end. 
But the green 
fields and blue >kio of the world are not so tran­ 
sient ; and the prophet surely spoke for all time 
when he comforted h i' people with that golden 
promise which sings itself into the little French 
landscape: 
“ He shall feed his flock like a shepherd; he 
shall gather the lambs with his arms and carry them 
in his bosom and shall gently lead them that are 
with young." 


BELLS AND SHELLS 


Germany is beginning to pay, very mildly so 
far, of course, but still beginning to pay tile piper 
for her orgies of the past four years. 
By fleeing 
over a mined, barren and shelterless land, she is 
beginning to pay for her ravaging of northern 
France. 
By the growing discontent and difficulties 
in Russia and LJkrainia, she is beginning to pay for 
her treachery to that troubled country. 
For her spoliation of the beauty of Belgium 
no penalty has yet been exacted. That Fate will take 
a hand in this, as in the other matters, cannot be 
doubted. 
Sooner or later F'ate makes everyone pay 
for everything in life. 
The Delineator has this month a page of pic­ 
tures of stately and exquisite Belgian bell-towers 
from which the bells have been removed to make 
German shells. 'File chimes no longer call the faith­ 
ful to prayer, ring joyfully for weddings, sadly for 
funerals, remindfully on Sundays and holidays. Their 
voices are stilled. 
They have been converted into 
instruments of murder, lust and rapine. 
For all this. Germany must pay. 
We are a generous people to our foes, particu­ 
larly when the foes arc beaten. 
But this foe can­ 
not be dealt with on any basis of mutual honor, for 
he has no honor. 
He must be taught his lesson in 
the only way in which his soul-less intelligence and 
morals can grasp it. 
He must be made to pay. 
Much of the beauty destroyed cannot be re­ 
placed. 
But the foe can be made to pay with labor 
and with gold for the work of his betters. 
Let him p ay !

EAT CANNED FISH 


There arc difficulties attending the securing, 
preparation and distribution of whale meat. 
Tooth­ 
some as it may appear to its enthusiasts, it can 
hardly be recommended at this stage of the world s 
history as a vital addition to the family dinner 
table. 
But there is plenty of good fidi put up in tin 
which more families should be eating, and all fam­ 


ilie s oftener. 
The government i- taking a hand in 
the price of salmon, and this may be followed by 
regulation of the supply of other sea fo o d s . 
Salmon, 
in fact, is almost as good a food as beef. 
So is 
tuna, now available in cans of pound and half-pound 
sizes. Japanese crab meat, taken from the enormous 
crabs of far-off Izumo, is another serviceable addi­ 
tion to the dict. 
Tried in war, it will bt* an estab­ 
lished part of the pantry reserve in peace. 
The bad reputation of the lobster, like the rare­ 
bit, is undeserved, and comes from the company 
into which he is so often forced. 
Simple creamed 
lobster, a lobster salad without trills, eaten for lunch 
with bread and butter and a cup of tea, never hurt 
any one. 
It is late hours and bad air and fatigue 
and unholy mixtures of food that make trouble. The 
lobster is good, nourishing food, not difficult of 
digestion. 
For those who can oat salt fish, there is,cod 
and mackerel and kippered herring. 
For those who 
cannot, cod and haddock come in tins of “fish 
hakes’ —nor is there anything betier creamed on 
war-bread toast. 
So far. none of the hoarding rules have men­ 
tioned fish in cans. 
It would be a patriotic measure, 
after the coal bin is supplied, to fill a corner of the 
pantry shelf with sea food. 


The country cannot have both booze and suf­ 
ficient coal this winter. 
The liquor traffic is cur­ 
tailing coal production and the time has come to 
eliminate it, if there is to be the substantial increase 
in coal output the war program demands.—The Na­ 
tional Coal Association.

A 
significant development among American 
army officers in the present war is their great con­ 
cern about protecting men in camp from the vul­ 
tures of vice.

“Mothers and fathers ar giving tip their sons 
to the war," said Governor Stephens, “and it is the 
imperative duty of all governmental agencies to do 
all in their power to have the boys returned as sound 
physically and morally as when they were taken 
for service for their country." 
The clean-up that followed, and the good work 
that has been done is well known to every citizen.

eastern corners cf Russia without in­ 
terfering in any way with the testing 
out of the Bolshevik! theories of gov­ 
ernment. 
Tile most important Tact about ar­ 
rival of the armies of the western 
democracies in Russia is that if the 
Bolshevik! fall from power they can­ 
not attribute the failure ot their ultra­ 
radical experiment to the interven­ 
tion of the liberal nations

Bolshevik! 
in 
Moscow 
have no control over those parts of 
old Russia where the Allies’ armies 
have begun operations. 
The passion 
of the Bolshevik tor local 
govern­ 
ment must compel them in fact to ac­ 
cept as final any general welcome of 
the Allies extended by the people in 
the regions where the soldiers of de­ 
mocracy are now offering assistant a 
to the former subjects of 
the 
dead 
czar. 
The three Russian districts enter­ 
ed by the Allies are Murman, Baku 
and Vladivostok. 
Baku is 
directly 
south of Murman 
15(H) 
railes 
and 
Vladivostok is about 5000 miles east 
of both. 
The three form the points 
of 
a 
triangle with which 
the 
Bolshevik! 
have all the territory they need 
in 
which to make a success or failure 
of theories 
to 
reform 
the 
world. 
There is no possibility of co-ordinat­ 
ing the triangular activities 
of 
the 
Allies unless Russia 
completes 
the 
decentralized methods of the Bolshe­ 
vik! and conies together again as a 
single sovereign state. 
For the pres­ 
ent the Allies are not seeking to in­ 
fluence the government at Moscow in 
this or any other direction. 
The Baku, Murman 
arid 
Vladivo­ 
stok expeditions have three separate 
purposes to accomplish. 
At Murtnan 
it is intended to guard 
the 
Allies’ 
stores and prevent the Germans from 
seizing for military 
purposes 
Rus­ 
sia’s only northern port open all the 
year around. * 
At Baku the object is 
to 
protect 
the great oil fields from German con­ 
trol. 
At Vladivostok the Allies will 
prevent 
the 
extermination 
of 
the 
Czechoslovaks, who arc fighting for 
the Allies and at the same time will 
give practical economic assistance to 
all Russians who are not too proud 
to work. 
There is a 
romantic 
interest 
in 
these three expeditions for the like 
of their objectives has never been at­ 
tempted in war. Although the Bolshe­ 
vik! government is declaring war on 
the Allies for 
not 
respecting 
the 
sovereignty of the 
Moscow 
govern­ 
ment, the Allies not only are retaliat­ 
ing but are offering industrial, com

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Superstition, Ignorance, and 
Degradation Give Way 
to Christianity 


Tho superstition, degradation and 
ignorance of native peoples which the 
missionaries to Africa meet upon be­ 
ginning work among them, and the 
marvellous transform ation in physical 
condition, as well as mentally and 
spiritually, which is brought about 
through the influence of the gospel, 
was vividly portrayed in word picture 
before a large audience at the Sev­ 
enth-day 
Adventist encampment on 
the Polytechnic' high school grounds 
this morning by Elder W. Harry An­ 
derson, 
Mr. Anderson has spent 23 
years in the heart of Africa, among 
aboriginal native tribes, conducting 
mission work under the direction of 
the Seventh-day 
Adventist 
Foreign 
Mission Board. 
He assisted in open­ 
ing the first mission the Adventists 
ever started, and has seen this sort 
of work grow until it now extends to 
practically every country in the globe. 
Elder Anderson has reduced to writ­ 
ing the Chitonga language, which be­ 
fore he went among that people, never 
had even an alphabet. 
He has also 
translated into the Chitonga the en­ 
tire New Testam ent, and the book has 
been published by the British and 
Foreign Bible Society, and is being 
circulated among this tribe. The mis­ 
sionary has often been in peril of his 
life as he has trekked for thousands 
of miles, with a prairie schooner and 
span (if 16 oxen over a wild country, 
marked only by winding native foot­ 
paths. 
He and his wife plan to re­ 
turn to the Dark Continent in a short 
time, but in the meantime have ac­ 
cepted a position temporarily with the 
White 
Memorial hospital in Los An­ 
geles. The hospital is a 
part of the 
Loma Linda College of Medical Evan­ 
gelists, an accredited institution for 
the training of physicians. 
Mr. An­ 
derson will instruct the medical stu­ 
dents in the actual needs of the for­ 
eign fields. 
Speaking this morning 
in the large canvas tabernacle at the 
camp ground, he said: 
“Very few people in the home land 
realize the conditions of life among 
the heathen. 
In 
this covyitry 
we 
spend millions of dollars for sanitary 
protection, but among the heathen 
such a thing as sanitation is unknown. 
They seem to thrive on the germs 
that we fear. 
Filth and vermin are 
always with them, and yet somehow 
they continue to thrive. 
The food 
question, which is such a live ques­ 
tion with us today, never troubles 
them there. 
They know nothing of 
a balanced diet, or the number of 
calories of food units required to make 
a square meal. 
They gorge them ­ 
selves to gluttony when food is plenti­ 
ful. and starve with stoical indiffer­ 
ence in days of famine. 
"A native village among the Ba- 
tongas and Mashukulumbwe is built 
in circular or eliptical form. 
Around 
the circumference of the circle are 
built the huts, with the doors open­ 
ing to tell inner courtyard. 
Around 
the outside is a high stockade of poles 
twelve or fifteen feet high, for pro­ 
tection against the lions, leopards, 
hyenas and other wild animals that 
live in that country. 
A massive gate 
is the only entrance through this 
stockade and that is closed every 
night, soon after sunset. 
The inner 
court yard, which is surrounded by 
the huts, forms the cattle corral. Per­ 
haps you can imagine the unsanitary 
conditions wnich exist after 200 to 
2000 head of cattle have slept in the

froot door yard every night for a 
period of two or three years. 
“Many times I have been called to 
see a sick person in one of these 
villages, in the wet season, after the 
rain has been falling almost contin­ 
ually for two or three weeks, and 
when the filth of that court yard was 
a pit of slime. 
I have been met out­ 
side the gate of the kraal by a stal­ 
wart native, who took me on his back 
and carried me through that slush,! 
knee deep, and placed me down on 
poles outside the door of the hut 
where my patient resided. 
I would 
crawl in and minister to the needs, 
crawl out again, and be placed on the 
solid ground, to return home. 
“When the filth has accumulated so 
that it is unbearable, even for a na­ 
tive, they never move the dirt, but 
move the village and build in some 
new place. 
The huts are built with 
wall? about four feet high, with doors 
two teet six inches, by three feet. You 
have to get down on your hands and 
knees to crawl through these doors, 
which are always barricaded at night 
for protection, in case wild animals 
get through the outer stockade. 
The 
walls are of mud, and the roofs 
thatched with grass. 
There is no 
window, or any possible means of ven­ 
tilation. 
In a hut like this, twelve to 
fifteen feet in diameter, will live a 
woman and her five or six children, all 
her sheep and goats, all her chickens, 
and two or three dogs. 
After the 
door has been securely barricaded for 
the night, you can imagine the con­ 
dition of the air by morning. 
Yet it 
seems to be immaterial to these peo­ 
ple whether they have any air to 
breathe or not. 
During the day they 
live out of doors almost entirely. 
“I hear some people in this country 
complaining about the corn riW which 
has been introduced since the war. A 
few say they cannot live on it, yet 
those natives in Africa have lived on 
nothing else but corn, peanuts and a 
few pumpkins in season, for genera­ 
tions, and they are stronger men and 
women physically than we are. 
A 
native man will take a load of 60 
pounds on his head, and carry it 
twenty-five or thirty miles a day. 
A 
native woman will carry 20 pounds 
the same distance every day. 
So 
they are not physically weak because 
of living on corn meal mush for break­ 
fast and dinner. 
It is their custom 
to eat two meals a day; breakfast at 
ll o’clock, and dinner at night. 
“It is into the midst of this filth, 
vermin, degradation, superstition and 
heathenism that the missionary goes 
with the gospel. 
The Word of God. 
when received into the heart, will 
clean up a man’s life. 
It will show 
him how to get rid of his vermin. 
It will make filth repulsive to him. 
The finest sanitary system that ever 
was known is found in the laws given 
to Moses and ancient Israel. Many of 
our best medical men are turning back 
now to the laws that were given to 
the Hebrews, for instruction. 
So we 
find the Bible is a complete text-book 
for the saving of the whole man. 
When the Word of God gets into a 
man’s heart, it is powerful to trans­ 
form his whole being—to change even 
the house that he lives in; making 
him a new creature in Christ Jesus, 
to make his village a fit place for 
the angels of God to dwell, and his 
home a little heaven here below.”

Why do the dry goods merchant, the jeweler, the grocer, the butcher, the baker, the shoe dealer, the fur­ 
niture store and all others charge more for their goods today than they did before America entered the war? is 
a question that many are asking today. Am I paying exorbitant prices for the things I need or is the price asked 
by the merchant justified by conditions? 


The story of cotton and its manifold uses will serve to illustrate why prices on silks, wools, linens, and cloth­ 
ing have advanced.

Perhaps more wonderful still is the news from the paint shops that they are enamelling our walls with what 
was once the inside of a cotton boll.

From the south comes the report of thousands of bales of cotton being transformed weekly into muslin band­ 
ages for the wounded of France; of thousands of bales used in the manufacture of high explosives; while the cot­ 
ton on transports and battleships is of such a quantity that we can hardly think of it without recalling the incident 
of the purchaser who entered the store and said to his merchant, “I wish to buy a quilt.” “Sorry, sir,” replied 
the merchant, “hut we are just out. We furnished forty thousand for the ships launched on the Fourth of July 
and we will be out of a supply for a few days.” 


The truth is the world is using more silk, more wool, more leather, more of all staple goods than it has ever 
used before. The government of the United States has asked the factories for one-half of the total output of 
knitted goods, 75 per cent of all denims, all of the cotton duck, 60 per cent of the wool and a large amount of silk. 


From the supplies that remain after the government is satisfied, the merchants may buy their goods. They 
do not complain. They are happy to help the government in every way. When the merchant does buy he finds 
that it takes just three dollars to buy what he bought for one dollar a short while ago. 
His stock represents 
three times the amount of money invested that it did a little while ago. He has met it cheerfully. Shall we not do 
the same? 


Investigation shows that Santa Ana merchants are uniformly holding down prices to the lowest possible 


point, consistent with legitimate merchandising, in the face of conditions as indicated above.

he doubted my veracity. 
He said he 
had never seen such boys or girls in 
any of the villages in that whole dis­ 
trict. 
Of course he had not. 
They 
did not look that way In the villages, 
but the transforming 
power of the 
word of God had gotten into their 
hearts and lives and changed their 
whole facial 
expression 
and 
made 
them indeed new creatures in Christ 
Jesus. 
“The natives know nothing of med­ 
ical science, and never receive 
any 
care in sickness. 
Their superstitious 
Idea is that when an individual be­ 
comes ill, it is because someone has 
bewitched them. 
So they hurry 
off 
at once to the witch doctor, and ask 
him to throw the bones to smell out 
the witch. When he has indicated the 
person who has caused the sickness, 
they punish the witch, and do abso­ 
lutely nothing for the patient. 
“Again, they have a superstitious 
idea that if an individual should die 
in a house, and another should live in 
that house, he 
would 
contract 
the 
same disease and die in 
the 
same 
way. 
So when a person 
dies in 
a 
house, the house must 
immediately 
be pulled down and destroyed. If they 
have Just built a new village, they do 
not want to destroy the house. Many 
a time I have found people dying of 
pneumonia, who had been carried out­ 
side the stockade of the village 
and 
left there in the cold, drizzling rain 
to die, in order to save the house. 
“The African natives are very su­ 
perstitious. 
If a woman should give 
birth to twins, it is a mark of the dis­ 
pleasure of God. 
Someone 
has 
be­ 
witched her, and the witch doctor In­ 
variably condemns both 
children 
to 
death by being thrown to the croco­ 
diles. 
A few years ago I visited a 
village where a native 
woman 
had 
been so unfortunate as to give birth 
to triplets. 
All three children were 
killed; all of the woman’s possessions 
were taken from her; her house was 
burned to the ground. I found her sit­ 
ting in the ashes in the ruins of her 
home, wailing out her 
sad 
misfor­ 
tune. 
Her husband left her, and ev­ 
ery inhabitant of the village, passing 
her, spat upon her, and insulted her 
in every way they knew how, until 


the poor woman told me she longed 
to die, rather than to live 
in 
such 
deep disgrace. 
Under, these circum­ 
stances many of them commit suicide 
to save themselves from their misery. 
How much they need 
to 
know 
the 
love and tenderness 
of 
the 
Great 
Physician, 
who 
went 
about 
doing 
good, and healing the sick, and what 
an opportunity there is for His fol­ 
lowers to walk in His footsteps, to 
minister to those who are 
in 
need, 
and care for the sick and suffering, 
who otherwise would be left to die. 
“In all our mission 
stations 
we 
have our medical missionaries. Near- 
ly every station has a qualified nurse, 
end by ministering to 
the 
natives' 
physical ills, we find a way to their 
hearts. 
Not only do the Seventh-Day 
Adventist white missionaries care for 
the people in that way, but we have 
a mighty army of 
natives 
in 
our 
training schools, being educated 
to 
go out among their own people 
to 
give them the gospel message which 
will save them from much of their 
sickness and suffering, and which will 
save their souls in the kingdom 
of 
heaven. 
“Last year, 
in our 
six 
training 
schools 
in 
six 
different 
language 
areas, we had over 700 young 
men 
and 
women 
preparing 
for 
service 
among their own tribes. 
These train­ 
ing schools stretch from Cape Colony 
in the south to-Lake 'Tanganyika on 
the north, and cover all the large lan­ 
guage areas of South Africa. 
In ad­ 
dition to that, 
we 
have 
our 
out- 
schools which are taught by the na- 
Hve teachers with nearly 4000 pupils 
in attendance last year. The natives 
now in training will soon be ready to 
sweep the whole country 
with 
the 
message of 
a soon coming Saviour 
and prepare a people to m eet Christ 
at his soon coming In the clouds 
of 
heaven. I may Bay. here that the mis­ 
sion schools are r,elf-supporting 
and 
that whatever funds are contributed 
by our friends in America are for the 
support of the white missionaries in 
charge. While much has been accom­ 
plished, yet to the north of us He vast 
areas where no missionary of any de­ 
nomination lin s ever yet penetrated,
